ferent species. 


There were 100 fires this year on

The I'nuper Department 


Twenty-five years ago the charity 


department was known as the pauper 
department, the Chelmsford street hos- 
pital as the poor farm and workhouse, 
inmates thereof, as paupers 


for tho inmates of the 


workhouse were committed there by 
the judge of police court for minor 
offences. 
In connection with tho poor 


farm alFO. was a. place of detention 
for truants and wayward boys, the lat- 
ter being cared for and instructed un- 
iler the direction of an official known 
as the chaplain and a department for 
mild. Incurable Insane cases. 
Then 


followed 
legislation 
that 
gradually 


changed the character of the poor farm 
until today It shelters the poor only, 
and children who either are born there 
or accompany their mothers to the In- 
stitution. 
The different stages of eli- 


mination at the farm by legislative 
act are interesting, showing the march 
of progressive legislation. First came 


Uw that provided that prisoners 


could not be kept at the same 
In- 


stitution with the poor, thus freeing 
the unfortunate poor of the odium of 
being made to associate with drunks 
and petty thieves, and the workhouse 
was abolished. 
Then followed 
the 


institution of the,county truant schools 
which removed the wayward boys from 
the farm and next was enacted the law 
separating the Insane from the poof. 
Al first this latest law was considered 
a hardship by tho friends ot tho tn- 


change proved to be somewhat mis- 
leading as the -Institution became fre- 
quently confused .with the Lowell Cor- 
poration hospital. It remained for Dr. 
McCarty, when a member of the char- 
ity board to find a' name that was

department, then known by the uglier 
name of "pauper" 
department, were

be filled annually, tho superintendent 
of the farm. the. secretary of the board 
and the chaplain, besides the minor 
positions.

British Press Bureau 


Reports Many Priests 
Murdered by Qerrnans 


LONDON, Jan. 8.— At the request of 


tlio BelglBii legation In London, 
the 


British press 'bureau today iiaued de- 
tailed allegations of tlio maltreatment 
of Catholic clergy In Belgium and' the 
destruction 
of 
their 
Inetltutloni by 


German troops. 
This 'statement says 


(hat churches and 
religious 
houses 


were destroyed or profaned In almost 
every village, and In many towns where 
Hie German troops passed. 
In most 


cases Iho edifices were utilized as 8ta- 
liles and prisons, and when not placed 
In safe hiding the sacred vessels were 
stolen. 
. 
- 


The statement makes the declaration 


(hat members ot the clergy have been 
exposed to special Indignities at 
the 


hands of German soldiers. 


In the dioceses of Llego, Namur, Ma- 


llnes and Ghent many priests and oth- 
ers connected with the churches were 
either shot or 
hanged. 
Many 
other 


prlcsls were carried off to Germany 
where- they appear to have been sub- 
jected to Abominable usage. 


Tho following specific Instances are 


given In the- statement of the press 
bureau: 


"Aug: 27 — An American and a Span- 


ish priest, among a group of 70 civ- 


. lllans were dragged about from place 


to place all day, molested and threat- 
ened with military execution. 
They 


wero taken to the church at Campen- 
hout and shut up for the night. 


"Aug. 21 — The priest of Duechen.an 


invalid 76 years old, Buffering 
from 


disease was accused by the Germans 
of having fired on them. 
He was ar- 


rested. hoisted on a cannon, tossed into 
a ditch, tortured and shot. 


"A witness deposes that h« saw the 
priest Gelerode brought into Aerschot 
Aug. 
24 with three wounded men. The 


Germans said he was an English spy 
and took him to the town hall. The 
following day they beat him with ri- 
fle butts and then on the Demer bridge 
they shot him and cast his body into 
the river. , 


"A Driest makes the following dep- 


osition: 


"Aiiffuct 15 German soldiers swarmed 


into the village of Schaffen and began 
.to burn and pillage 'on 
the pretense 


that shots had been fired on them. 
One hundred and seventy houses were 
burned and 27 civilians were murdered. 
The Germans maltreated mo in every 
way. They erected a gallows, on which 
they said they proposed to hang me. 
They thrust me Into a house which was 
on 'fire but dragged me out again. They 
sent me oft' and at a distance ot 200 
yards they began shooting nt me. I 
fell anil pretended to be dead and so 
1 escaped." 


Continuing, the statement says that 


the committee of inquiry collected evi- 
dence 'that In the diocese of Malines 
alone 26 priests were killed without 
en use. 
Similar atrocities occurred In 


other dioceses. 
In the Liege illcoeses 


ten priests were shot and in the Na- 
mur diocese 20 priests were killed. 
The priest of Kpontin ws flrst hung 
up by tho feet and then by the hands 
and pierced with bayonets. In the dio- 
.CCKC of Tournai, a bishop 74v-years old 
was seized as a hostage and struck by 
a soldier. Three ecclesiastics were shot 
in this diocese. 
Tho statement concludes with these 


.words: 
"Nothing =can 
demonstrate 
more 


clearly the tendencies of the Germans 
in dealing with members of the cleri- 
cal body than the words of a procla- 
mation posted by the German authori- 
ties at Grivegcnee. Sept. 6, which says: 
'When hostages are taken, the priests, 
burgomasters and 
members of 
the 


communal administration are to be 
put ai the head of the list."

Forest fires in British Columbia cov- 


ered more than 300,000 acres "during 
the past year. 


It Is reported that there is a big 


market in Hawaii for box shooks for 
packing canned pineapple and pino-. 
apple juice. 


During the past two years forest 


officers have killed nearly 9.000 pred- 
atory animals, more than three-fourths 
of which wcvn coyo'.es. 


The aborctum established at Wash- 


ington in Rock Creek park, through 
cooperation between the forest service 
and the District ot 
Columbia, now 


contains 1200 trees, comprising 92 dif- 
ferent species. 


There were 400 fires this year on 


the national forests ot Utah, southern 
Idaho, western Wyoming, and Nevada, 
or 15 more than in the most disastrous 
season ot 1910. Yet tho cost of ex- 
UnKUishlns them was only one-third 
and the damage only one-thirtieth of 
that of the earlier year. The differ- 
ence is due to better organization now, 
and to more roads, trails, and tele- 
rnorits.

GOVERNOR WALSH'S 
INAUGURAL 


For many reasons, Governor Walsh's inaugural, delivered before the 


legislature yesterday, is a mora important expression o£ views than his 
first address under similar conditions. 
As he says iu the introductory 


sentences, we are confronted by very unusual problems calling for. prompt 
nnd delicate consideration, the settlement of which is a matter of. loo 
great moment'for any political trifling.' Changed political conditions in 
the executive branch of the government, and in a sense, in (be legislature, 
also make his forecast of the future and his'suggestions most signiflcant, 
and finally his ripened experience give the present inaugural a weight 
mhich the first inaugural did not possess. 
Taking all these into con- 


sideration, tho inaugural should ho regarded as something more than a 
routine ceremonial. 
It should he looked upon as a sincere analysis of 


our lending' questions with remedial suggestions, appended. 


The governor's inaugural is not a political document in a partisan 


sense., It is apparently based on a desire to benefit the public and to 
fgrlber the interests ot (he -state, and withal, it is direct and practical. 
The first problem'taken.up is the problem of 'uiienrplbyiuciil which con? 
fronts all of our industrial communities to some, extent. 
As a measure 


of relief for the unemployed and incidentally' to avert congestion in 
cities with all its attendant evils, Governor Walsh suggests that ".within 
a week if possible," the legislature pass nn emergency appropriation of 
not less than $50,000 to enable the joint boards of health and agri- 
culture to set about the reclamation of waste lands within the common- 
wealth. 
He. anticipates that this would give employment to several 


thousand wen. 
This suggestion seems to combine the good, points of two 


recent agitations: 
One iu start great public undertakings at times of 


private'depression and the other to make Massachusetts a progressive 
agricultural region, 


lie also "advocates reform in flic methods of handling the finances 


of the stale, suggesting that the budget system be adopted. That such a 
system would centralize expenditures, make responsibility more definite, 
permit of a more scientific proportion between outlay and income and 
promote- economy and efficiency cannot be doubted. Opinions may .differ 
as to the detailed operation of thc budget system but experts advocate 
such a system in all government finance from the federal government 
down to city- expenditures. ' The .adoption ot thc budget system of 
handling finance is merely the adoption of methods such as are used in 
all successful private business.' It would do away with waste, dupliea- 


— 
tiou. of effort-nnd .inefficiency, nnd it would not endanger any of the 
safeguards that now, in some degree, prevent waste nnd corruption. 


With' regard to taxation the governor deals with one of tho burning 


questions of the hoitV and one which, all regard as demanding a remedy 
but on the best methods for relief of which few can. agree. 
Governor 


Walsh lias'heretofore aroused commendation for many of his views on 
taxation and; the .present practical suggestions will be, followed, .with 
unusual interest by all who realize their timeliness.. 0£ tho biennial 
election discussion and other political reforms it is needless to speak, 
as the governor's views ia 'such matters are pretty generally 
known 


already.

If Governor Walsh can.impress his-!railrdnd views on ihe(legislatnrc, 


there will be cause for general gratification. 
He sounds a warning note 


r 
'n outlining the dangers of further disorganization'and he plainly espouses 
j. conservative and friendly attitude lo permit the reorganization 'that 
is so necessary to Hie business of New England. Tie touches on a vital 
and timely matter in calling attention lo the need for thc fostering of 
agriculture, the ueed for which is only too well manifested in the dis- 
cmieting conditions'of our rural interests. 
Should the board of agri-

culture be reformed'in lino with the state board of-health the present

The commission would permit a person 
to go seven days without rest from his 
regular employment only in cases of 
emergency that could not be foreseen.

1n safe hiding the nacrcd vessels wero 


: stolen. 


Tho statement make's the declaration 


that members of the clergy have been 
exposed to special Indignities at 
the 


hands of German soldiers. 


In the diocese's.of Liege, N'amur, Ma« 


lines and Ghent many prlesls and oth- 
ers connected with the churches were 
cither shot or 
hanged. 
Many J other 


priests were carried oft to Germany 
where they appear to have been sub- 
jected to abominable usage. 


Tho following specific Instances are 


i Riven In the statement of tho press 


bureau: 
, "Au£. 27—An American -and a Span- 
ish urlcst, among a group of 70 civ- 
ilians u-crc dragged about from place 


. to place all day, molested and threat- 


ened with military execution. 
They 


were taken to the^ church at Campen- 
honl nnd shut up Cor the night. 


"Aug. .21—The priest of Duechcn, an 


Invalid 70 years old, suffering 
from 


dls'eafle was accused by tho 
Germajis 


of having fired on Diem. 
Ho was ar- 


rested..hoisted on r. cannon, tossed Into 
a ditch, tortured and shot. 


"A witness 'deposes that ho saw the 
priest Gelerode brought into Aerschot 
Aug. 24 with three wounded men. The 
Germans said he was an English spy 
and tooli him to the town hall. The 
following day they boat him with ri- 
fle butts and then on tho Demer bridge 
.they-shot him and cast his body into 
the river. 
• - 


"A priest makes th* following dep- 


osition: 


"August 15 German soldiers swarmed 


into ihc village of Schaffen and began 
to burn and pillage on the pretense 
that shots had b9cn fired 
on 
them. 


Ono hundred and seventy houses wero 
burned and 27 civilians were murdered. 
The Germans maltreated me in every 
way. They erected a gallows, on which 
they .said they proposed to bang me. 
They thrust me into a house which was 
on fire but dragged me out again. They 
sent me oil and at a distance of 200 
yards they began shooting at me. I 
Tell and pretended to be dead and so 
1 escaped." 


Continuing, the statement says that 


the committee of inQtiiry collected evi- 
dence that In the diocese o£ Mallnes 
alone 26 prlesls were killed without 
cause. 
Similar atrocities occurred in 


other dioceses. 
In the Liese dicoeses 


ten priests wero shot and in the Na- 
niur diocese 20 priests 
were killed. 


The priest of Spontin wa first 
hung 


up by the feet nnd then by the hands 
and pierced with bayonets. In the dio- 
cese of Tournai. a bishop 14 years old 
was seized as a hostage and struck by 
a soldier. Three ecclesiastics were shot 
in this diocese. 


Tho statement concludes with these

cal body than the words of a procla- 
mation posted by the German authori- 
ties at Grivegenec, Sept. 6, which says:

ofllr.era of the 
government, lawfully 


engaged in purchasing drugs for the 
army and navy, public .health., service, 
hospitals or prisons, as well a.s state, 
county and municipal officials. Failure 
to comply with the law entails a fine 
of cot more than $2000 or not more 
than flva years' Imprisonment, or both. 


Opium cannot be cold 
under . the 


new law In any form without a written 
order on a form issued for that .pur- 
pose by the collector of internal rev- 
enu*. Such orders must be made in du- 
plicate form on official blanks and tho 
orders must be kept two years and .be 
accessible to Inspection by agents of 
the treasury department.

. Forest fires in British Columbia cov- 
ered more than 300,000 acres during 
tho past year. 


It is reported that there is a. big 


market in Hawaii for box shooks for 
pricking canned pineapple and pine- 
apple juice. 


During the past two .years forest 


officers have killed nearly 9,000 pred- 
atory animals', more than threa-fourths 
of which were coyotes. 


The aborelum established at Wash- 


ington in Rock Creek park, through 
cooperation between the forest service 
and the District of 
Columbia, now 


contains 1200 trees, comprising 92 dif- 
ferent species. 


There were 400 fires this year on 


tho national forests ot Utah, southern 
Idaho, western Wyoming, and Nevada, 
or 15 moro than in tho moat disastrous 
season of 1910. Yet the cost of ex- 
tinguishing them was only one-third 
and the damage only one-thirtieth of 
that of tho earlier year. The differ- 
ence is due to better organization now, 
ana to more roads, trails, and tele- 
pnoncs.

For many reasons, Governor Walsh's inaugural, delivered before the 


•'• legislature yesterday, is a more 'important expression of views tlmn his 
"first address under similar conditions. 
As ho says in the introductory 


sentences, we are confronted by very unusual problems calling for prompt 
nriJ delicate consideration, the settlement of which is ft matter of too 


. g r e a t 'moment for any political trifling. 
Changed political conditions in 


th? executive branch of the government, and in a sense, in the legislature, 
also make his forecast of the future and his suggestions most significant, 
and finally his ripened experience give the present iumigural a weight 


'.'.which the first inaugural did' not possess. 
Taking all these, into con- 


sideration, the inaugural should he regarded as something more tlinn a 
routine ceremonial. 
It should be looked upon as a sincere -analysis of 


our leading questions with remedial suggestions appended. 


The governor's inaugural is not a political document in a partisan 


sense. It is apparently based on a desire to benefit the public and to 
further the interests of the state, and withal, it is direct and practical. 
TKo first problem taken up is the problem of unemployment which con- 
fronts all of our industrial communities to some extent. 
As a measure 


of relief for the unemployed and incidentally to avert congestion , in 
cities with all its attendant evils, Governor Walsh suggests that "within 
n week if possible," the legislature pass an emergency appropriation of 
not less than $50,000 to enable the joint boards of health and agri- 
' culture to set. about the reclamation of waste lands within the common- 


wealth. 
Ho anticipates that this would give employment to several 


thousand men. This suggestion seems to combine the good points of two 
recent agitations: 
Qua to start great public undertakings at times of 


private depression and the other to make Massachusetts n progressive 
agricultural region.

He also advocates reform in the methods so£ handling the finances 


of the state, suggesting that the budget system be adopted. That such a 
system would centralize expenditures, make responsibility more definite, 
permit of a more scientific proportion between outlay and income nud 
promote economy and efficiency cannot be doubted.

statute which prohibits

jntzation; that hotels be included in 
ne list of establishments required to 
pay their employes weekly; that the
